The speaker gave a brief but thrilling skeich 
of the condition of sffairs in Kaasas. He said 
that out of a population of 100,000 about one- 
fourth had been driven away within the year by 
the gradually darkening aspect of harvest mat 
ters. The crops plented in the spring had dried 
Gardens became a waste. Corn Selig 
gave no yield. Farmers who in a previous sea- 
son hed realized from one to two thousand 
busheis of corn gathered inthis season from 
one to two bushels of corn to the acre. In the 
hope that rain would come to their relief, pota- 
toes and other root crops were replanted, but 
only to the reduction of the stock of food for 
a outlay that gave no return. ;
